I am sure most of you 
know, every year the 
PNNA sponsors a coin 
collecting display at the 
Washington State 
(Puyallup) Fair and every 
year the PNNA coordinator 
for this event is tasked with 
signing up volunteers to 
staff the display throughout 
the run of the Fair. Our 
coordinator this year is 
Rick Schulz. Most volun- 
teers Rick signs up are 
from clubs in the Puget 
Sound area, generally from 
Olympia to Everett. Previ- 
ously Rick reached out and 
signed volunteers from 
south of the Columbia 
River. This year he would 
like to continue to reach 
out to all PNNA member 
clubs. If any members of 
your local club are inter- 
ested in working the Fair 
have them get in touch 
with Rick at the phone 
number or email address 
below. 

So why would anyone want to travel a couple hun- 
dred miles just to go to a fair? It’s not just a fair, its The 
Fair. The Puyallup Fair routinely ranks as one of the 
top fairs in the country and occasionally ranks in the 
top five. And, everyone has fun in the Hobby Hall! 

The Fair offers big name entertainment every 
night. There have been volunteers that have scheduled 
their shifts to coincide with the day their favorite enter- 
tainer is performing. Have fun at the Hobby Hall, see 
the rest of the Fair and enjoy the evening shows! 

So, what are we asking of you? The coin collecting 
display consists of a large glass display case filled with 
coins, currency and other numismatic related items. 
Next to the case is a desk with enough area for two to 
three to sit comfortably. During the hours the Hobby 
Hall is open volunteers will greet visitors and answer 
their coin-related questions. We understand that no- 
body knows everything and you may have to refer 
visitors to other sources of information. Lists of local 
coin clubs and coin show calendars will be available to 
assist you. Your biggest job will be to play the penny 
game with the kids. If the kids can find their birth year 
in a tray of pennies they can have it all 2x2'd up as a 


souvenir. There will also 
be a tray of foreign coins 
for handouts. 

So what do you get for 
volunteering besides inter- 
acting with scores of Fair 
goers? You get free passes 
to the Fair and free parking 
in employee lots. A few 
parking passes will be 
available for closer- in lots. 
If you sign up for any four- 
hour shift you’ll have eight 
hours to do the Puyallup. A 
table top locking display 
case will be available at the 
Hobby Hall display so you 
can show off some of your 
own collection. 

The Puyallup Fair runs 
from September 5 through 
September 21. Every day 
of the Fair we need to fill 
three four-hour shifts. 
Shifts run from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m., 2 p.m. to 6 p.m. and 6 
p.m. to 10 p.m.

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PNNA Board Meeting Minutes 

3 May 2014, Tukwila, Washington 

Members in Attendance: Danny Bisgaard, Presi- 
dent; Lisa Loos, Past President; James Reinders, Vice 
President; Michael Labosier, Secretary; Scott Loos, 
Treasurer; John Brown, Director; Mark Gruner, Director;

The board meeting was called to order by President 
Danny Bisgaard at approximately 8:00 a.m. Danny wel- 
comed the board members and guests. 

Secretary’s Report: Danny called for any changes 
or corrections to the minutes of the January 18, 2014 
board meeting. The minutes were approved with no 
changes (Lisa/Mark). Mike had no club correspondence 
to report. 

Treasurer’s Report: Scott reviewed the PNNA’s 
2014 financial results through April 30. Revenues for the 
four month period totaled $24,225 with $23,182 of that 
attributable to convention income. Total expenses of 
$17,948 included convention expenses of $11,303 and a 
$2,050 relating to the 2014 ANA Summer Seminar 
Scholarships. The club held cash of $78,963 at April 30 - 
$59,708 invested in money market accounts and the rest 
held in checking accounts. Fund balances included 
$66,010 held in the general hand, $5,170 in the life mem- 
ber fund, and $7,784 in the Bob Everett Memorial fund. 
The Treasurer’s report was accepted by the board (Bill/ 
Mark). 

Committee Reports: 

Convention - Kevin Charboneau reported there 
were 300 paid admissions on Friday afternoon, the first 
day of the Tukwila show. Kevin then mentioned a few 
comments he had received during the show’s first day. 
Danny asked that all feedback be summarized for consid- 
eration in planning future conventions. 

Exhibit - Dan and Eric reported very good participa- 
tion in this year’s Tukwila show exhibits, and noted that 
two judging teams would evaluate the exhibits for 
awards. 

Membership - Lisa reported that she had recruited 
two life members who were regular early-bird attendees 
to PNNA shows. She then led a brief discussion of five 
criteria that the membership committee will propose as 


requirements to establish any new PNNA awards named 
in memory of an individual. Any new awards would re- 
quire board approval. Lisa will bring a proposal to the 
July board meeting for review and discussion. 

Outreach - James expects a few scouts to attend a 
scout clinic at the Tukwila convention. Rather than offer- 
ing clinics at the fall convention, James will instead pro- 
mote sessions to be offered at the 2015 ANA National 
Money Show to be held in Portland. Rick will resume his 
efforts to implement a PNNA Club Rep program, using a 
new approach. 

Education - Scott has approached John Kraljevich 
to conduct a seminar to be offered in September 2014. 

Elections - Danny noted that the PNNA board elec- 
tion results would be announced at the annual member- 
ship meeting that evening. He then shared that as the re- 
sult of a write-in campaign, John Brown had agreed to 
serve as Secretary, and that all board positions would be 
filled. Danny asked Mike to assist John in transitioning 
the Secretary’s duties. 

Publications - Danny thanked Rick and Eric for 
stepping in for Dale to keep the show calendars current. 

Awards/Scholarships - Danny announced that 
award certificates were ready to be given to the winners 
who would be announced at that evening’s membership 
meeting. As decided earlier, the winner of the Bob 
Everett award will now be given a plaque to keep as well 
as having his/her name added to the perpetual award 
plaque. 

New Logo/ 75 th Anniversary - In Ed’s absence, 
Eric provided an update on ideas for a special logo to be 
used during the PNNA’s 75 th anniversary year (2015). 
The logo would likely be used as the reverse design for 
the 75 th anniversary medal. This will be considered fur- 
ther at the July board meeting. Danny clarified that the 
obverse of the PNNA anniversary medal would be differ- 
ent from the Portlandia design that was used for the Port- 
land ANA National Money Show. A design similar to the 
voyageur shown on Canadian silver dollars is under con- 
sideration for the PNNA anniversary medal, though no 
final decision has yet been made. 

Old Business: 

Penny Press Machine - Danny thanked Rick for all 
his work in managing the use of the club’s penny press 
machine and for coordinating the production dies for de- 
signs prepared for various PNNA and member club 
events. The squished pennies have been a big hit at these 
events, and collectors of elongated cents have shown 
much interest in collecting them. 

Travelling Display - Kevin and Rick will update the 
list of coins received and additional coins desired for the 
travelling display. Rick noted that the display was unable 
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to be set up at the Tukwila convention this year, due to 
lack of space. He suggested that the board ensure room 
is available for the exhibit at all PNNA conventions. 

Life Memberships - The board approved a pro- 
posal (Lisa/Scott) to award an honorary PNNA life 
membership to Dick Billings in recognition of his 
many years of service to the club. The board consid- 
ered this a special case, and asked the membership 
committee to propose criteria to be applied to future 
honorary life membership awards. Currently, only past 
presidents of the PNNA normally qualify for this rec- 
ognition. Also, Lisa reported that the Willamette Coin 
Club has agreed to extend free admission to PNNA life 
members at the PNNA fall convention shows they co- 
sponsor. 

New Membership Flyer - Lisa provided updated 
membership flyers for use at the Tukwila convention. 
She will send Eric an electronic copy to facilitate future 
updates. 

Voting Participation - Danny commented that 64 
ballots had been voted in the current PNNA election. 
This is a low participation rate, but is comparable to 
experience in recent elections. 

2015 ANA Show in Portland - Danny held a 
meeting of the PNNA planning committee for the 2015 
ANA show during the Tukwila Convention. ANA 
President Walter Ostromecki attended. 

Summer Seminar Scholarships - Danny noted 
that both the adult and YN PNNA scholarships to the 
ANA Summer Seminar were awarded this year, and 
that both recipients would be attending the seminar for 
two weeks. The board continues to consider the possi- 
bility of increasing the Summer Seminar scholarship 
award amounts in light of the program’s increasing 
tuition costs. 

Exhibit Awards Research - Dan plans to add a 
People’s Choice Award, but has not yet implemented 
the idea. He confirmed that exhibit awards would be 
obtained from a new source to improve timeliness. 

Penny Press Agreement - Rick has not yet com- 
pleted the penny press agreement form to be used when 
the machine is loaned out to member clubs. He will 
complete the agreement soon, and circulate it to the 
board for review and approval. 

New Business: 

2014-2016 Committee Assignments - Danny 
distributed a list of committee assignments for the new 
board term. 

Life Membership Cards - The board will con- 
sider issuing special membership cards to PNNA life 
members. Danny circulated some examples used by 
other clubs. 


Purchase of Additional Display Cases - Scott 
explained the need for additional display cases given 
heavy use of the club’s current inventory for dealer 
rentals at PNNA conventions and member club events. 
The board approved a proposal by Scott to purchase up 
to 25 additional cases (Mark/Bill). 

Other Matters - The board briefly discussed the 
idea of issuing permanent dealer badges for use at 
PNNA shows, similar to the ANA’s practice. No deci- 
sions were made, and the matter is likely to be explored 
further at the July board meeting. James reported that 
the ANA’s new website, to be unveiled later this year, 
will provide space for member clubs’ postings. The 
PNNA should consider how this opportunity might best 
be used to benefit the club. Danny thanked Bill and 
Mike for their service as they retire from the board. 

There being no further business, the meeting was 
adjourned at 9:10 a.m.

The membership meeting was called to order by 
President Danny Bisgaard at 6:20 p.m., and Danny 
welcomed several guests present. 

Danny commented that voting results were quite 
low for the new PNNA board of directors for 2014- 
2016. The new board members were presented, and 
those leaving the board were recognized for their con- 
tributions in the past. They included: Bill McKivor, 
Director; Dennis Stevens, Director; Dale Reubish, Di- 
rector; Michael Labosier, Past Secretary; Jesse Torres, 
Director. 

No report was done on the future PNNA medal 
designs for 2015 due to Ed’s absence. Danny hoped 
they could be finalized by the next meeting in July. 
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Danny emphasized the need for volunteers for the 
ANA Show in Portland next March in several areas 
such as pages and ambassadors. A guest (Charmy 
Harker) recommended that pages create business cards 
to pass out with contact phone numbers to assist in con- 
necting with dealers when needed. 

Danny announced an upcoming class presented by 
Eric on creating winning exhibits to be held in Salem 
on Sept. 28 from 1-4 p.m. Eric commented that there 
were 22 cases at this May show, and because the pur- 
chase of more cases was approved, we could have up to 
36 cases for the Tukwila PNNA show next year. 

Seven awards were given in four of the six exhibit 
classes this year. (See page 4 for a list.) They will re- 
ceive their awards at a later date. 

James Reinders discussed the new ANA website 
planned to appear in late June/early July. It will have an 
area for local club information, and James encouraged 
clubs in our area to contribute. 

Danny recognized Dick Billings for contributing 
so much to the PNNA with a lifetime membership. 

ANA President Walter Ostromecki presented two 
ANA Presidential Awards to Dennis Reed and Mark 
Gruner for their continuing contributions to Numismat- 
ics.

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Lao Coins & Currency 

by Howard A. Daniel III 

I had the pleasure of speaking at the most recent 
PNNA Convention about my latest catalog; Lao Coins 
& Currency. It covers the financial instruments of the 
Lao people from the 16 th century to date, and some 
related medals and other pieces. 

My interest in Lao began in 1964 when I was in 
the Army and stationed on Okinawa. An Air Force 
NCO, John Novak, talked me into collecting and writ- 
ing about Southeast Asia numismatics. It took him 
awhile to convince me but I quickly dug into the area 
and disposed of my U.S. coins and paper money. 

I was stationed in Southeast Asia from January 
1966 to August 1970, and again in December 1971 to 
January 1973. I worked mostly within several intelli- 
gence activities and my backup site was in the JUS- 
MAG Compound in Bangkok. Most of my numismatic 
time during those years was in Bangkok. 

I was very lucky to find the Lee Kim Guan shop in 
that city. It sold numismatic and philatelic pieces, and 
some catalogs. The first few times I was in the shop 
they could see from my haircut, I was just a GI on 
R&R and not a serious numismatist. Eventually, they 
did consider me a serious collector and researcher. 

At that time, they had often hundreds of particular 
pieces for sale and I could go through bags of coins and 
stacks of notes looking for pieces to add to my research 
collection. As the years have gone by to today, the 
stacks and bags are gone and most pieces available are 
singles to only two or three of a piece. 

I did not know exactly what I owned until after the 
war. I had been mailing everything to my mother in 
Florida via registered mail from embassy APOs in 
Southeast Asia, and elsewhere in the world, for about 
fifteen years. When I came back to the USA in 1973, 1 
saw everything I owned for the first time. 

I sorted down the pieces into each country and 
started cataloging them. When I saw that I had enough 
pieces and information in a particular series, I started 


writing for the numismatic press and club and society 
journals. Then I started writing my catalogs. 

My Lao Coins & Currency catalog is my seventh 
catalog and I am now working on my eighth, which is 
the second edition of my Democratic Republic of Viet 
Nam Coins & Currency. It will be followed by the sec- 
ond edition of my Republic of Viet Nam Coins & Cur- 
rency catalog. I am now publishing one catalog per 
year. 

I brought four Lao pieces with me for my talk. 
One was a 10 Kip replacement note from the Kingdom 
of Laos Series 1957A. There are only six known re- 
placement notes for the entire series! I also brought a 
Pathet Lao Series 1957B 10 Kip copy printed in Prague 
for the communists to use in their “liberated” areas. 

The CIA captured a cave in which contained most 
of the supply of Pathet Lao Series 1957B notes. They 
hauled them all back to Vientiane and decided to drop 
them over the ‘liberated” areas to upset the economy. 
It worked and Series 1957B was quickly replaced with 
Series 1968 notes. 

I also brought a Series 1968 Pathet Lao 200 Kip 
note printed for them in Shanghai. It is a very nice and 
high quality note. Eventually, the CIA made a propa- 
ganda leaflet copy of this note and replaced a Lao tem- 
ple on it with an image of Ho Chi Minh to indicate the 
Vietnamese were going to rule over them. 

After leaflet drops, the Pathet Lao sent thousands 
of military personnel out to pick them up and take them 
from the people. It was very effective at upsetting the 
situation in the “liberated” areas, and the Pathet Lao 
and their Vietnamese allies spent a lot of time putting 
out new propaganda to reverse the situation.

A visit to Newcastle Island by Gawain O'Connor 

In Nanaimo Harbour, just off Vancouver Island in British Columbia, Canada, you will find Newcastle Island. 
It was named after Newcastle-on-Tyne in the north of England because of early coal mining. 

In 1 869 sandstone quarrying began on the island to provide stone for the San Francisco Mint (“The Granite 
Lady”), including the six blank columns, each 21 l A feet high. Originally there were to be eight columns, but two 
sank with the ship Zephyr in 1872. One was recovered from the wreck at Mayne Island, and can be seen on exhibit 
at Newcastle Island. 

A passenger ferry from Nanaimo runs during the summer months. When you pay your fare at the dock, you 
receive a token for the return trip with a kangaroo image, because a trip on the harbour ferry is called a “hop” by 
the company. (See photo on page 12.) Dogs are allowed and can ride on the ferry for free.
